Ruin Glades Business

‘The state barber board operating 
in Palm Beach county may forte 
the editor. of this newspaper” to 
grow a Van Dyke beard and pur- 
chase a few yards of yellow hair 
ribbon to tie onto the pigtails 
which seem to be forthcoming. 
This may come about, we say, when 
the prices!of haircuts are shoved 
into a higher bracket — of about 
65c —-and shaves upped to 40c. 

On the other hand let it be known 
far and wide that this newspaper 
editor is for the barbers — if they 
want and can get their prices. 
Here in this office we have been 
forced to up the prige on job print- 
ing. We have no control oyer the 
paper market and prices have gone 
skyward to the tune of 44 per cent 
on some of the papers we use in 
printing ordinary every day ws 
house forms. 

‘The barbers in West Palm Beach 
are all for raising the prices but | 
the tonsorial artists in the Lake | 
Okeechobee region are not so hot | 
about it: Most of them out here. 
get a quarter for a Shaye and 50c | 
for a hair cut. The local bóys be- | 
lieve they can make oi 
more months with 
rates. 

Lócal barbers also are against 
the board ruling that barber shops 
open at 8 a.m. and close'at 5 p.m. 
f those rules are invoked in the 
Lake fafming region the local bar- 
bers might just as well close their 
shops and go fishing. In a section 
like this, where farmers are busy 
until sundown, the local barbers 
couldn't earn grits working on that 
schedule, 

A delegation of Glades barbers 
plan to attend a meeting scheduled 
in West Palm Beach at which time 
the local layout will be explained 
in detail. The state board operates 
under specified rules and regula 
tions and local barbers are hoping 
that some elasticity may be fount 
in the rules whereby, the Glades 
area may escape the death-dealing 
blow held in store for them.

Hull have just completed organi, 
ation of a concern to be known as 
the Everglades Growers Co-Oper- 
ative. At the organization meeting 
Mr. Chastain was named president, 
Mr. Stuckey vice, president, 
Knight secretary, and My. 
treasurer. 

This concern will pre-cool ce]- 
ery and other vegetables grown by. 
these! four Glades farmers and Mr.» 
Chastain said the service would be 
available to other growers in the 
Pahokee and Canal Point área at.
